The Hague, Holland.—The palace of 
peace was dedicated arith impressive 
ceremonies bere. It is the gift of An­ 
drew Carnegie, who in 1903 placed at 
the disposal of the Dutch government 
the sum of $1,500,000 for the purpose 
as expressed in his offer, "of erecting 
and maintaining at The Hague a court­ 
house and library for the permanent 
court of arbitration established by the 
treaty of July 29, 1899." 
To provide for a site for this, the 
first structure ever erected for such a 
purpose, the Dutch government appro­ 
priated $275>000. The site is ta a sec­ 
tion of wooded and hilly park stretch­ 
ing from The Hague to Schevengen. 
The corner stone wee laid July to, 
1907. 
A world-wide competition for plans 
and designs for the peace palace was 
established, and the first prise was 
awarded to M. Cordonniera, a Brussels 
architect The building ae-completed, 
however, does not represent the orig* 
taal phm, the Carnegie committee hay 
ing reserved the right to modify all 
designs. With M. Copdonniereft plans 
for a foundation, Mr. Van de Stour was 
appointed to carry out the modified de­ 
sign and remained in direct coattail of 
this work until the completion of the 
building. 
The paisan ct pense ae eomptotad 
does not represent rnay precise style 
of architecture, but It ie regarded by 
architects as one of the most impress 
stew ct modern? buildings to be seem 
in Europe. Rectangular to shape, It 
forme roughly a* square 85 yards by 
86 yards, and inclose* a beautiful for­ 
mal garden.
